A story which comes from Columbus, 


!)., revives and modernizes the old tradi- 
;ion that Paganini once sold himself to 
the devil so as to be made the greatest 
violinist in the world. H. H. Heskett, a 
eweller of Columbus, has for a quarter of 
a century been possessed of a desire to 
make a violin equal to those famous4ones 
nade by Stradivarius, who died in 1744, 
ind with whom the secret of violin-mak- 
ing died. In 1878 Remenyi was in Co- 
umbus, and Heskett called on him with 
a violin he had made, which was pro- 
nounced very bad. 
Sixteen months later 


IB took two more instruments to Kemenyi, 
who seemed pleased with them. Last 
February, while playing in Des Moines, 
Remenyi'received by express from the 
Columbus jeweller a magnificent violin. 
It was a new Stradivarius, with all the 
classical modelling, the inimitable curve 
and contour of the old master, and 
Remenyi uses it constantly for the follow- 
ing reason: It is said when he was locked 
up in his room at Des Moines he discov- 
ered a marvellous secret. It is nothing 
less than that the violin-maker of Colum- 
bus, after working and failing for twenty- 
five years, finally in despair sold himself 
to the devil for the skill to make the great 
violin. He bought the secret of Stradi- 
varius with his soul. In two words, the 
devil is inRemeuyi's new violin. That ac- 
counts for the manner (so goes the story) 
in which Remenyi treats his violin; some- 
times when the devil is in goodhumorand 
sings divinely, Remenyi smiles right out 
on the stage; again, he shakes his head 
knowingly or cajolingly, of course to the 
devil in the box.

evil one becomes uncontrollable you can 
see a great frown on the artist's face; his 
eyes flash, he compresses his lips and 
la«hes the devil with horse-hair until he 
fairly roars and screams.

"I have travelled not a little in my life- 


time, I have averaged 
nearly twenty 


thousand miles a year for twenty years at 
a time, I have been through the length 
and breadth of our land from Maine to 
California and from Minnesota to Florida. 
I have journeyed also in Europe and Asia 
and Africa. Yet I never found the place 
where it was necessary for me to drink 
wine or brandy, nor yet where I deemed 
a native wine as safe as the native water, 
judging from the apparent effects on those 
who used the one or the other. 


"I have found some pretty poor water 


in my day, limestone water, brackish wa- 
ter, muddy water, sulphurous water, water 
well-nigh putrid with decaying vegetation. 
1 have drank water through a little pocket 
filter, from the prints of my horse's hoofs 
in the travelled road after a rain-storm, 
as the only mode of quenching my thirst 
with water. I have drank water from 
the tangled swamps in the sea-islands of 
the South Carolina coast, when 1 had to 
hold my breatli as I drank because of the 
water's stench. But I was sure, in all 
these cases, that water was safer, as a 
drink, than wine would be, and that if I 
added anything to it to render it innocu- 
ous there was less reason for my trying 
whiskey or brandy than ginger or mustard. 
Among all the personal risks that I have 
been called to take, in my life of varied 
experiences, I really count water-drinking 
the very least, and of all the personal 
risks I have had occasion to note in 
others, from my earliest recollection to 
the present hour, I put wine-drinking 
among the greater. . . . For myself 
I am afraid to venture on the moderate 
use of those drinks which have by their 
very use led so many to use them immod- 
erately. 
I have seen that wine-drinking 


anywhere is dangerous. I have found 
that water-drinking is safer than wine- 
drinking for me, and that is my testimony 
on the wine question."

LOW STATE OF HER EXCHEQ.UKK DENIIil). 


A sensational article from New York 


purporting to give the facts about Mrs. 
Abraham 
Lincoln's 
financial circum- 


stances seems to demand a denial from 
;hose conversant with the true state of 
;he lady's accounts, inasmuch as the ar- 
ticle is not correct in several particulars. 
The article in question avers that the 
j>3,000 pension paid by Congress to Mrs, 
jincoln is entirely inadequate to furnish 
ier with the necessary means, implies 
:hat this is her only source of revenue, 
and that she is actually in want of funds 
0 procure medical treatment and nurses. 
Phis statement, whether authorized by 
tf rs. Lincoln or not, is false, and in view 
f its utter falsity is an unnecessary cause 
f grief to her relatives. 
She is not in 


a state of impecuniosity by any means, 
and has not only an income greatly in ex- 
ess of her need for her support, but has 
ilso a goodly store of spare funds, well 
nvested, upon which to draw in case of 
.n unexpected demand. 


After Mr. Lincoln's death, Congress 


,ppropriated $75,000 to Mrs. Lincoln, 
iart of which was used to pay her personal 
lebts, of which she had contracted many 
n the East. She also disposed of some 
jf her personal property and used the pro- 
:eeds for the same purpose. 
In order to 


irovidc comfortably for her during life, 
an annual pension of $3,000 was settled 
upon her. 


She had some real estate from which 


he had a fair income. This she sold to her 
on Robert. 
Last April the property was 


ecured to him, besides the regular al- 
owance paid her by the Government. 
She had, while in Europe, a private iti- 
,ome of $8,000 per annum, part of which 
vas derived from her Government bonds. 
She had invested in bonds $60,000, pur- 
chased with the Congressional appropria- 
tion, which she still possesses. 
Her re- 
turn to tins country was caused uy tnc 
calling in of these bonds and for the pur- 
pose of reinvesting the money. 
The 


bonds being refunded at a lower rate of 
interest reduced her income from that 
source nearly one-third. Her total in- 
ome is now computed to be over $5,000 
per year. 
These facts are obtained from 


1 reliable source, and can be trusted im- 
plicitly. 


Since Mrs. Lincoln's return from Eu- 


rope, about a year and a half ago, she has 
saved from her income $5,000, which she 
lias 
also invested in interest-bearing 


bonds, thus increasing her revenue. 
As 


lier health has been much better this year 
than last, it would seem improbable that 
lier large income should fail to meet her 
expenses. 


According to the New York report she 


needs the constant attendance of a phy- 
sician and nurses. 
But this is not the 


case, if statements of her relatives in this 
city be true. When she left this city, 
two months ago, her excuse for going was 
that she ought to be under medical treat- 
ment in the hospital at St. Catherines, 
Canada. She was driven to the depot in 
a carriage, and was there seen by a news- 
paper correspondent. 
She did not appear 


greatly broken down in health, although 
she looked older than either her sisters. 
Her hair is quite white as might be ex- 
pected. She walked about the depot and 
the cars without assistance. 
She was ac- 


customed to walk about the house at the 
residence of her sister, Mrs. N. W. Ed- 
wards, before going away, and was not 
obliged to have support, 


When President (Jarfield was shot, the 


news was heard by Mrs, Lincoln almost 
immediately. Her first impression was 
that of horror that a second man had been 
assassinated because of his prominent 
public position as the head of the Nation. 
She expressed great indignation at the 
fact 
that 
the 
President 
of 
the 


United States should be exposed to such 
attacks. After the first emotions had 
passed other thoughts filled the lady's 
brain, and she saw the position which she 
had long occupied as the wife of a mar- 
tyred President would have a counterpart 
in that of Mrs. Garfield, and she became 
exceedingly jealous of that lady, and she 
was further exercised 1>y the raising of 
the Garfield fund and thq contributions to 
Mrs, Garfield. Mrs. Lincoln has long 
been desirous of urging upon Congress a 
bill to appropriate $100,000 to her, and 
these funds for Mrs. Garfield made the de- 
sire stronger. With a view of obtaining 
an increase of her pension, she went to 
New York and obtained the aid of Cyrus 
W. Field to bring her application out. 
Her ailments have been magnified on 
every possible occasion, and she brooded 
upon them constantly. 
She imagined the 


slightest indisposition as dangerous, and 
frequently insisted upon the attendance 
of a physician while in Springfield, against 
the judgment of the family, and even of 
the physician himself. He remarked so 
many visits were entirely unnecessary, 
and he hesitated about charging for them. 


Mrs. Lincoln is known as an eccentric, 


and to have hobbies. When she was 
obliged to refund her bonds she thought 
she had suffered a great misfortune, and 
at times she lias since believed that she 
was about to become poor because of it. 
That she is insane no one believes, but 
that her mind is not clear on all subjects 
is also understood. 
Her friends and rel- 


atives are deeply pained atv the publica- 
tion of a sensational rumor that has no 
foundation. 
She is well provided for and 


her relatives are amply able .to take care 
of her should any misfortune come to her.

crease of tobacco manufacture in New 
York. There are 82<i,()(iC,000 cigars and 
•J'J'.1,^00,000 cigarettes manufactured here 
in a year, and the growth of the industry 
is so rapid that the amount will probably 
be doubled within a few years. 
The in- 


creased manufacture implies a vastly in- 
creased consumption both in New York 
and throughout the nation. Statistics of 
the Internal Kevenuc Department show 
that the increase in the use of cigars and 
cigarettes has been prodigious in cvcrv 
part of the country. 
Dr. Hammond says 


the use of tobacco in that form is inju- 
rious even to adults, and to boys it is 
ruinous. The habit of smoking has be- 
come so prevalent among boys that it has 
reached the proportions of a national evil, 
and unless something is done to check it 
the next generation in the United States 
will be both mentally and physically weak. 
It may yet be necessary to pass laws pro- 
hibiting the use (if tobacco by persons 
under '20 vcars of age.

proved to be as good Protectionists as th 
manufacturers' who sat beside them 
Comment will not add to the force of th 
great dem< mstration. Its record has bee 
made ; its influence will grow from da 
to day, and from year to year, and outlas 
the lives of those who took part in it 
proccediui s.

These resolutions were seconded by 


Hon. Willard Warner, who announced 
himself as "an 
old Abolitionist"—Mr. 


Grinncll having previously applied to 
himself the same designation. 


The report of the committee on resolu- 


tions was next presented by the chairman, 
Mr Elder, and pending its discussion the 
Convention took a recess until 8 o'clock. 
Upon reassembling Mr John Roach de- 
livered an address on shipbuilding and 
the revival of American commerce, after 
which the report of the committee on 
resolutions was further discussed. 
The 


resolutions were amended by striking out 
(71 yeas to 28 nays) the last of the series, 
which was as follows 


That the immediate and 


progressive reduction of internal taxes to 
the extent that the exigencies of the 
Government will permit, and their ulti- 
mate abolition, is in the line of a true 
financial and civil service reform, and we 
shall be glad when this unpleasaut me- 
morial and legacy of the civil war can be 
removed from our statute books."

The following description of the new 


nssonger station, its equipments and ap- 
jointmenls, we condense from the Phil- 
idclphia Times :

It covers a space 122 feet 10 in- 


;hos on Filbert street and 193 feet 5 
nches on Merrick, its width correspond- 
ng with the portion of the tracks used 
or passenger sen ice. 
The height from 


ground to caves is 75 feet and to the roof 
op 93 feet. 
The lo.vcr story, or base- 


ment, is built of massive blocks of rough 
ressed Fox Island granite, with an open 
rcade upon the Merrick street front, 
upportcd on polished granite columns. 


The main floor of the building is on a 


evel with tho elevated tracks, and the 
alls above the granite base are built en- 
irely of smooth pressed brick and terra- 
otta. A square clock tower, surmount- 
d by a pyramidal roof, rises at the north- 
ast angle to a height of 170 feet. 
The 


orrcsponding southern corner is termina- 
cd by a gable and pinnacles, and two 
nailer gables break the cornice line of 
10 Merrick street facade, surmounting 
10 alternate bays or divisions of the wall, 
hich arc marked on tho main story by 
>fty pointed windows, with columns and 
•acery of elaborately moulded terra-cot-

ng room and restaurant upon the front, 
hove these are two rows of smaller win- 


ows, 
and on the Filbert street front 


lere are four stories between the base- 
tent and the roof. 
These mark the 


oors occupied by various offices. 


vided into two magnificent rooms, that 
on the north being the ladies' waiting 
room and that on the south a dining-room. 
With the exception of the small space oc- 
cupied by the two end towers, the ladies' 
room and the dining apartment extend 
along the entire front of the second story. 
Dressing rooms for both sexes, bath 
rooms, a barber shop and other offices fill 
up the corner block of space bounded by 
the dining room, the west end of the de- 
pot, the main waiting room ami the stairs 
by which arriving passengers will leave 
the building. The means of exit are ad- 
mirable, and as thirty men can walk 
abreast down the two short and straight 
flights of stairs that lead from the train 
platform to the street at the Merrick and 
Market street end of the building, no one 
will ever be inconvenienced by a crush. 
The kitchen, pantries and store rooms are 
in the third floor, which, like the fourth 
floor, does not extend over the main wait- 
ing room. The rooms in the fourth story 
are occupied entirely by officers of the 
railroad company. 


The walls of the lower hall and of the 


stairways are lined with glazed bricks of 
various tints, white, buff, chocolate and 
light blue, but in the great hall and the 
other rooms upon the main floor the walls 
are wainscotted in oak, with carved pan- 
els, and above that plastered. 
The roof 


is seventy feet above the floor. It is of 
white fluted glass with sky ventilators. 
But to protect the room from the direct 
rays of the sun a ceiling of rolled and 
colored glass has been put in a little more 
than half way up. This ceiling is in sections 
that can be raised at will, and the light 
falling through it is pleasantly diffused 
throughout the room. Everywhere there 
is the finest of materials, the best of 
workmanship, and, above all, the best of 
taste and the most agreeable effects of 
color. The ceilings of the other rooms 
are paneled in oak and ash. 
The floors 


are of marble and the furniture all of oak 
and ash, heavily carved in Gothic de- 
signs. The light comes through windows 
of rich stained glass. There is a great 
open fire-place, with a chimney-piece of 
colored tiles, and around the room are 
high-backed seats, like choir stalls, that 
give the place a quaint, old-fashioned 
look very grateful to a tired traveler. 
And yet the "early English" is combined 
with the late American, for there is the 
best of ventilation, the most approved 
steam heating and the entire building is 
lighted by electricity.

TEMPERANCE REFORM: 


Eoi-ron GAZETTE : Your review of 


my letter of last week calls for a recog- 
nition. 


It is admitted that some of the ele- 


ments contained in the Republican party 
have done and are doing for the temper- 
ance cause, but it is questionable if you 
can find one single voluntary act of the 
party as such in the direction of prohibi- 
tion. It is true that the attention of 
most people in this country is engrossed 
by private aims and objects, but the sym- 
pathies of the greater part of them are at 
the same time enlisted in behalf of any 
movement to promote public morality or 
public welfare, and when the time arrives 
that their votes will help to secure the 
desired end they can be relied upon re- 
gai dless of party ties.

Mr. Garrison's interpretation of the Con- 
stitution and who thought the proper 
method of combating slavery was through 
political action, and by them the Liberty 
party was organized. They had Mr. Gar- 
rison's sympathy, though not his co-ope- 
ration. 


You ask, What good did the Old Lib- 


erty Party do * Even Jeremiah S. Black, 
in his controversy with Hon. Robert G. 


interested in maintaining slavery, and il 
took seventy-eight years to abolish it 
There are 8,000 people engaged in the 
manufacture of liquor, and 176,000 en- 
gaged in selling it. 
Hence with the 


great increase of population and intelli- 
gence we can hardly expect the whiskey 
conflict^to last so long. 


You insist "that the temperance peopl 


shall work within the lines of Republican 
party, even though their party do not 
wont them to do so." 
You insist, " that 


they shall go to t'ie Republican primaries 
where all politicians begin to work for 
any measure they have at heart." Wheth- 
er you have ever seen such an attempl 
made or not you know perfectly well that 
there is always an effectual measure 
found to suppress any such unwelcome in- 
terloper, and you know also that it is 
rule of the party that he who participates 
in a primary meeting must support the 
nominations, rumscllers and all, or there- 
after be excluded. 
You seem not to be 


satisfied with the evidences quoted that 
the Temperance movement has nothing 
to expect at the hands of the Republican 
party, and try to off-set them with the 
triumph of prohibition in Kansas as bein 
a Republican movement. It is true that 
Kansas is a Republican State, but tho 
amendment was procured by the personal 
effort of Governor St. John and a few 
othsrs and not as a party measure, and 
the Republican party of the country have 
not only failed to render them any as- 
sistance but have notably given them the 
cold shoulder as being dangerous adven- 
turers whose refractory independence is 
likely to give the party some trouble. 
You explain that the Republican mani- 
festo in Wisconsin in favor of whiskey 
was because the temperance people failed 
to attend the primaries, and you exulting- 
ly remark that they have thereby placed 
themselves outside the organization when 
they could have achieved success. 
The 


fact is that they appealed to the Republi- 
can committee to take definite position 
in behalf of prohibition, and when they 
failed to do so the temperance people 
made their nomination and polled a vote 
of 13,000 against ] 00 two years ago. 
In 


Ohio the Republicans elect as Governor 
Charles Foster,of whom the Brewers and 
Liquor Dealers' 
Convention resolve as 


follows: 


1. Tosuppoit no candidate on either 


of the tickets who is not in full accord 
with the interests of the liquor trade. 


2. They recommend the election of 


Charles Foster, as being in sympathy 
/with their interests. 


Ingersoll, says of them, "The adherents 
of a POLITICAL faction in this country 
less than forty years ago. 
They did not 


constitute the civilized world, nor were 
they a very respectable portion of it; but 
politically they were successful." 
And 


Mr. Ingersoll says in reply, "Let it be 
remembered that this was only forty years 
ago ; and yet, according to Mr. Black, a 
few disreputable men changed the ideas 
of nearly 
fifty 
millions of people; 


changed the Constitution of the United 
States 
liberated a race from slavery ; 


clothed three millions of people with po- 
litical rights ; took possession of the Gov- 
ernment ;. managed its affairs for more 
than twenty years, and have compelled 
the admiration of the civilized world." 
This, according to Mr. Black and Inger- 
soll, is what they did. 
How did they do 


it ? 
Themselves the off-spring of the 


Garrisonian agitation, for ten years they 
made apparently fruitless efforts at polit- 
ical action under the name of Liberty 
party, and in the face of denunciation 
from the regular parties they organized 
in 1848 as the Free Soil party only to 
meet ignominious failures in the cam- 
paign of that year. 
The Democratic 


party was the avowed ally of slavery. 
The Whig party trying all the while td 
ignore the question till at last, com- 
pelled by aggression of the South and 
the hostility of the North, to define its 
position, it did so by the adoption of the 
Fugitive Slave Law and of a pro-slavery 
platform at the Convention of 1852, 
which proved its death warrant. 
The 


political Abolitionists, watchful for their 
opportunity, and «ven ready to change 
their methods to reach an end, abandoned 
the Free Soil and organized the Republi- 
can party, which, controlled by the same 
men, among whom were Giddings, Chase 


In New Yo.-k city the canvass of a

shocking. 
It is a groat satisfaction to 


announce that, by a laige majority, he 
was elected to stay at home. 


The Retailer, the organ of the liquor 


trade, asks why lie felt obliged to make 
such a canvass, and answers, "It is be- 
cause every liquor store is a club room." 


In Maine the Republicans lost the 


election a year ago because they allied 
themselves to the rum interest. In Dem- 
ocratic Tennessee they have a law pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor within 
foui 


miles of any chartered school, and under 
Democratic administration it is beins 
made very efficient. 


In Republican Iowa it is almost im- 


possible to get a conviction under their 
prohibitory law, and so in most any of 
Republican States it is impossible to find 
a Republican judge who will not 
place 


obstacles in the way of a conviction. 
In 


our own county that is said to be particu- 
larly the case. 


You say "this State presents a strik- 


ing illustration of the effect of going out- 
side party lines in the attempt to secure 
the success of the temperance reform. 
No special temperance legislation of any 
importance has passed the Legislature 
since the campaign when an independent 
candidate was put up for Governor, par- 
ticulafly in opposition to the dominant 
party." It is true that this State pre- 
sents a striking illustration that the con- 
trolling influence of the Republican party 
is ready to sustain any form of corruption 
or iniquity in order to retain possession 
of the spoils. They repealed the local 
option law as a bid for support of the 
whiskey influence. 
They pardon 
the 


legislature corruptionists for reasons best 
known to themselves.

ceased to be a party of principles.

it before the last Presidential campaign !
